I Jumped  serods 
tho  trunk  of  tho  oer  end  grabbed  the  suspect,  and  there  were 
two  other  officers  attesting  to  wrestle  the  gun  away  from 
him.  fee  all  fell  to  the  flow  where  the  euapeet  was  subdued  and 
disarmed.
